It ‘is grown in’ 
small quantities st the fyot of the hills 
around Mongtze‘and some of very fine 
quality is produwd near Mlyang, whilst 
lngor quantities we grown in the Yunnan- 
squ Valloy, most of it about a couple of 
days’ journey from Tali, and some near

‘To reach some of these places thirty days 
travel from the border is necessary, and 
most travelling las to be done by pony 
and mule caravan, some being done by 
junk on the Red River, though the latter 
is uncertain, the stream yery often, being 
too dry for navigation. From Hoaifong 
tmins run to the frontier and this cuts of 
many days of travel that would otherwiso 
havo to bo undertaken.

TERRIBLE STATE OF AFFAIRS.

The following information conterning 
the terrible dissster.at San Francis is the 
moat complete that las yot been obisinable 
in the Colony, and Je gleaned from Aus- 
tralian newspapera just to haul; Tho 
oablegrams to these papers were very cums 
plete and probably give a better and moro 
comprehensive idea of the state of San 
Francisco than it will be possible to obtain 
from the American p:pers themaelyes. ;
